"Do you see, sir, tbat broken m-ist and that 
blackened fragment of the hulk o!' a vei»el ly 
ing there among the rocks?" 

I nodded in the nftirmatii >-, and be contiu- 
iied: 

"ThM remind in bere ol a dreadful event 
which happened a lew neekfi afco. That i>hip 
La Belle Espov't. of Marseilles that was anchor 
ed in the very spot where we are now, yes, pre 
eiaelv where the brig is — her chain cable taut to 
that pillar on shore, her hawsers cast off here, 
just as we are moored, was blown Into the air 
one fine morning." 

•■By what accident?" I inquired. 
"Oh, by no accident," said my interlocutor; 
"it was coolly done by a Corsican. You know 
how revengeful Italians and Corsicans are ," and 
be told with much emphasis, and a laudahle pro 
portion of repetition and rigmarole, the follow 
ing dreadful anecdote, which wasalerwards con 
firmed to me by many persons: 

Tbe master of the Belle Etpouee was the son 
of a respectable merchant of Marseilles, and a 
handsome, well informed young man, far supcri 
or to the run of commanders of trading vessels 
in the Mediterranean. During two or thr t e 
voyages to the Levant, he had with him, as 
mate, a Corsican of about his own age, to whom 
he was much attached. A handsome youth, and 
of superior manners like himself, the mate was 
treated at all times with respect, and in the cap- 
tain's cabin the distinctions of condition disap 
peared and the Marseilles and the Corsican lived 
like friends. 

In iheir familiar intercourse, these two young 
men were accustomed to pass jokes on each olh 
er, at limes to proceed to practical wit, excusa 
ble perhaps to exuberantly spirited youth, but 
which is always so dangerous where the blood is 
warm. On the last voyage, as they were re 
turning from Alexandria, an J gay and friendly 
as ever, the Corsican received a blow — a slapoii 
the cheek — it was given in play by tbe captain, 
but converted into deadly injury and insupporta- 
ble insult by the mate. From tbat momenl the 
too susceptible islander never spoke to his cap 
lain save on duty: he brooded incessantly over 
the blow, and when they had come to anchor in 
the Quarantine ground of Marseilles, his feel 
inps, whatever they were, resolved themselves 
into a most fearful deed. One morning, as the 
captain was lying reading on a hen coop on the 
quarterdeck and two gardiena were quietly 
smoking their short clay pipes on the poop of 
the vessel, he went down to the cabin in which 
he had spent so many happy hours with his friend 
railier than master, and opening the tainte barbe 
or powder magazine, set fire to its contents. 

The magazine was well furnished, and the ex 
plosion, in consequence, terrible. To the dis- 
may of the shipping, all moored at short dis 
lances from each other in the Quarantine ground 
a white smoke, a whiter blaze burst from her, 
and in the next instant La Belle Eapouae Hew 
hi^h into the atmosphere with an astonishing roar, 
dn adful as wh- t accompanies the ejection of some 
huge mass f om a vol.-ano. When the disjointed 
members of the brig returned to their own ele- 
ment, and persons could approach they found the 
dead bodiesof the Corsican , the captain, the two 
guards, and the cabin boy, who was below at the 
lime the deliberate incendiary opened the pow- 
der magazine. The sailors, to the number of 
seven or eight, who were forward at the moment 
of the explosion, were picked up alive, but all 
more or less wounded and bruised. The dead 
were gathered together on a rock; they present 
ed a horrid spectacle, but it was said by those 
that saw ibem that whilst the faces of the mur 
dered appeared calm or languid, as those struck 
by lightning, the face of tbe murderer, though 
black as a coal from its close contact with the 
powder, wore an expression of triumph, mixed 
with noi-liiiman hate and revenge 

Singular Case — A Woman Unwillingly Imi- 
tales a Snake. — Tho Homer (La.) Iliad publishes 
a letter from a person in Burleson county, Tex- 
as, whose veracity is endorsed by ihe Hind. We 
extract tbe following: 

I will give you a short account of a very sin- 
gular case in this neighborhood, which has lor 
the last eight or ten weeks attracted more atten 
tion than any cuse 1 ever heard ol. Persons for 
filty or sixty miles, even from Austin, Bas 
trop and other places, have come to see it. — 
For about three weeks there were every night 
from ten to one hundred persons present, camp 
ing all round.

I have not beenfco see her myself, though 
several of my family have. She first becomes 
nervous, then jerking, and then her eye balls 
begin to protrude, and in a few hours they look 
like bursting out, and she begs those around her 
to push them back. During the fit she puts her- 
self in every possible attitude— often trying to 
bite herself, licking out her tongue, and mimic 
ing a snake in many ways, and most generally 
perseveres until she succeeds in biting herself; 
aDd, curious to state, she generally tries to bite 
her big toe. About seven or eight weeks ago 
she got so she would uot drink, and shortly af- 
terwards she could not eat; and she has posi- 
tively remained twenty eight days without eat 
ing one particle of anything- Doctors could not 
get anything down her — not even with pumps — 
She then seemed to suffer less. For some time 
she has lost the use of one band and leg, And, 
in fact , of one side.

Every successful speculator or fortunate opera- 
tor must imitate, and If possible excel, his lucky 
neighbor the banker or the money-making gro- 
cer; and to do this, the marble and satin, the 
rosewood and silver, are all introduced without 
regard to expense, extravagant carriages kept, 
with horses to match, and parties are given where 
Brussels and Wilton outvie in their color the 
silks and the wine which make up the chief part 
of the entertainment. Up it goes into the air, a 
huge pile, or a fantastic residence, but not a 
room in it for the comfort of the owner or family - 
all of it for a show and public gaze. The women 
flaunt about it in lace or lazinesB, or recline up- 
on soft cushions in carriages, neither knowing 
or caring whether the money that keepB them up 
be stolen or honestly gained. They are happy 
in the mere fact that tbev can dash as much as 
the richest of their neighbors. 

For an American of fortune — real, solid for- 
tune — to dash into all this extravagance, is lolly, 
but that man is guilty of downright wickedness 
who, upon a little money, goes to vast and fool 
ish expense; for he must rob somebody to carry 
out bis plans; or if he has enough to warrant it, 
his children , when his fortune is divided among 
them, will have all the silly and extravagant no- 
tions of their father without his money to give 
them reality. Out of all this miserable life there 
springs evils worse than bankruptcy. The sins 
of the father are visited upon the children unto 
the third generation Of what use to society are 
the children of such people? Sons who are edu- 
cated to believe all this splendor constitutes the 
best of life, and tbat fast horses and champagne 
are emblematic of high life. Daughters brought 
up by a silly, ridiculous mother, who glories in 
her curtains and carpets, her carriage and her 
parties, and the fashionable training of her 
children. 

Nice creatures, th»3e, for a life battle in a 
world whare energy and industry and endurance 
are worth to them more than all the airs, graces 
and style that they learned in the paternal draw 
ing room or from foreign masters. Out of this 
struggle to excel in this sort of life there 
spring, too, fraud and chicanery, and all 
manner of crime, for in the contest, gold is the 
end and aim of all — the means are not regard- 
ed. Tbe sensible part of this community laugh 
at this folly, and laugh loudly, too, at coarse vul 
garity parading itself in gay equipages, and 
moving about with all the airs and affectations of 
snobbish high life — people elevated above their 
fellows by a stock operation or n, rise in town 
lots, and rejoicing thereafter in fl»6hy and in 
gaudy bouses. 

If 'they made fools of themselves alone, it 
would all be proper enough. But the effect upon 
their families and upon society is most to be 
dreaded. 

In a couutry where the law divides among a 
man's heirs all bis estates after death, unless dis- 
posed of by will, anil where tbe chances are that 
the property will not remain in tbe family be- 
yond the second generation, is utterly folly to 
build palaces to live in — far belter would it be 
to expend the same money in building schools 
or founding asylums — the benefit of which the 
rich man's heirs may need. On, on, goes our 
American life — heller, skelter, burly, hurly, bur- 
ly — on it goes! Dash— make a sensation — get 
money — honestly if you can — but get money — 
educate your children after the same fashion, 
and then die and be forgotten.

Horrible Tragedy. 

We learn through Mr. Wiley, of Princeton, 
who reached our town on Thursday night, that a 
man by the name of Wadlingtou, and^his son, 
committed a most diabolical murder <Spou the 
person of a Mr. Cartwright, in Caldwell county, 
on Tuesday last. The particulars, as detailed 
before the Coroner's inquest, and furnished to 
ua by Mr. Wiley, are about as follows: 

It appears that Cartwrighl's father at his 
death, bad left to his widow, the farm on which 
■he lived, and the remainder ol his land to his 
children, with a reservation in favor of his wid 
ow, that she should have a sufficiency of limber 
from that portion of the laud devised to his 
children, to keep up the farm. Mrs. Cartwrighl 
afterwards married Wadlington, and in the mean 
lime voung Cartwright became possessed of the 
land from which limber was to be obtained lor 
the uses of his mother's farm. Some time last 
fall, when Wadlington was gettiijip limbei ou the 
land, he and young Cartwright bad some sharp 
words— Cartwright charging him with wasting 
the timber, Sec. Things passed on until last 
Tuesday, when Cartwrieht, hearing Ihe axes of 
Wadlinglon's hands on bis land, went to where 
they were at work, accompanied by two young 
men. Wadlington was there, and with a shot 
gun in his hand, when Cartwright approached 
within about ten steps of him, ordered him to 
stop. He did so, and seated himself on a tree, 
which had been felled by tbe negroes. After he 
had been seated awhile, Wadlington ordered bis 
son, a young man, to cut oft' the log, pointing to 
a place' on it near where Cartwright was sitting. 
As the young msn stepped upon the Ing Can 
wright got up and walked backwards five or six 
paces, when tbe senior Wadlington leveled his 
gun and discharged the contents full iu the breast 
of Cartwright Cartwright then drew a revolver 
and shot Wadlington, the ball taking effect in 
his thigh. In the meantime young Wadlington 
had advanced upon Cartwright and grappled him, 
when his father advanced with a repeater iu his 
hand which he placed to the head of Cartwright 
and discharged it — the ball passing clear through. 
The young Wadlington then split the skull of 
the already dead man with bis ax, and beat the 
head into a jelly. The young men who accom 
panied Cartwright were prevented from inter- 
fering by a negro man of Wadlington's. 

Both tbe Wadlingtons are in custody and 
will have an examining trial to day. Mr. Wiley 
came over after counsel for Cartwright; and the 
Commonwealth's Attorney, Mr. Arnold, left for 
Princeton yesterday morning. 

[Southern Kentucky Rrgittrr. 

Colored People Emioratinc fiom Louisiana 
to Haiti. — The New Orleans Picayune of the 
15th notices that a vessel cleared from that port 
on the previous day. having on board eighty-one 
free colored persons, emigrating to Hayti. The 
Picayune says: 

||These people are all from the Opeloutas par 
ishes, and all cultivators — well verted in farm 
ing, and in all the mechanical arts connected 
with a farm. Among them are brick makers, 
blacksmiths, wheelwrights, carpenters, etc. — 
Some of them are proficient weavers, who have 
long been employed making the stuff called At- 
takapas cottonade, so favorably known in the 
market. They take along with them the neces 
sary machinery for that trade, and all sorts of 
agricultural and mechanical implements. 

These SI persons— 24 adults and 57 children 
and youths — compose fourteen families, or rath- 
er households, for they are all related, and the 
81 may be called one family. They arc all iu 
easy circumstances, some even rich, one family 
being worth as much as $50,000. They were all 
land owners in this State, and have sold out their 
property with the intention of investing their 
capital in Hayti.

Cincinnati, Jau-25. 
The Tennessee and Kentucky Legislatures 
will arrive here to morrow morning. They will 
proceed direct to Columbus by special train. On 
Friday they will return to Cincinnati, accompa- 
nied by the Ohio Legislature and the State offi- 
cers. They will be received at the depot by the 
military and citizens. A procession headed bv 
the military will proceed through the principal 
streets to Pike's Opera House, where a reception 
will take place. The Governor and State offi- 
cers of Indiana have accepted au invitation to 
be present iu the afternoon at a banquet at the 
Burnet House. The guests will leave here on 
Saturday. Tbe affair promises to be a splendid 
one. Much enthusiasm prevails. The city will 
be decorated with fla^s. 

Washinuton, Jan. 25. 

Dead letters, instead of being returned here 
within six months, as heretofore, sro now re- 
turned within half that period of time, thus fa- 
cilitating tbe restoration of valuables to their 
owners, as well as preventing tbe accumulation 
of such letters at the various posiolfices. This 
new arrangement works well. The Postmaster 
General suggested an alteration in the law to 
return them within a still shorter space of time. 

Tbe official documents submitted to the Senate 
on the call of Mr. Hammond, embraces the cor- 
respondence of our Minister to Rome with tbe 
Papal Government, concerning the outrages on 
the families of Mr. Perkins and Mr. Doaue, at 
Perugia, and shows the final settlement of that 
affair by Cardinal Antonelli. 

No formal propositions had been made by- 
Spain for the settlement of our claims against 
her, but ber disposition, as recently expressed, 
is considered highly favorable to that result. 

Albant, Jan. 25. 

There was presented in the Assembly an im- 
portant remonstrance from all the principal 
owners ol steamships aud sailling vessels iu the 
habor of New York, aud others, against the 
passage of a pro rata freight law, or law tolling 
railroads, as calculated aud certain to ruin the 
commerce of the city and State of New York, 
by driving the shipping trade away from New 
York, by the way of Montreal and Philadelphia. 
The remonstrance is signed by the members of 
the Chamber of Commerce, in a body, and by 
almost every large commercial and ship firm in 
tbe city. 

Mauison, lND.,Jauaary 25. — The members of 
the Kentucky and Teunessee Legislatures were 
received here with enthusiastic demonstrations. 
Strong Union speeches were delivered by the 
representatives of Kentucky and Tenuessee and 
citizens.

The Union Banquet— Kentucky's Greet- 
ing to Tennessee. 

There have been but few occasions, says the 
Louisville Journal, in the history of our country 
and none in the annals of the West more impor 
taut in its anticipated beneficial results than this 
cordial meeting and fraternization of the execu 
tive and legislative powers of the great States 
of Kentucky and Tennessee An additional in. 
terest was imoarted to the event by the pres- 
ence of the State officers of ludianu aud some 
of the municipal dignitaries of Nashville and 
Cincinnati, and a delegation from the Ohio Leg 
islature. 

The Banquet was served last night at the Ma- 
sonic Hall, and seats were prepared for about 
seven hundred persons The fables were ele- 
gantly served by Charles C. Rufcr, of the St. 
Charles Restaurant, and were liberally supplied 
with all the local delicacies of the season, and 
many from the East and North. At the late 
hour at which the festivities close it is impost! 
ble to do justice to the grand coup d'otil of the 
scene, the delicious conviviality and the hearty 
fraternization of the guests from various States. 
Six tables, each capable of accommodating 10b 
persons, were ranged on the body of the hall, 
and tno on the platform to seat about 100 more. 
Around the walls end pendent from the chanda- 
liers fesroons of evergreen decorated the place, 
and in front of the dais some choice flowers from 
a conservatory imparted a delicious fragrance to 
the air. 

The guests were all ushered into a reception 
room, the south hall of the building, and punctu 
ally at y o'clock, to the inspiring music of a fine 
band, marched into the banqueting room and 
took their seats. We stationed ourselves on the 
platform to sec the congregated wisdom of four 
or five States defile around the hall, and were 
struck with the general intellectual appearance 
and manly proportions of the guests. They are 
men to lend dignity to the councils, and offer 
protection to the soil of the country. When all 
had taken their positions, and before they were 
seated, the Rev. Mr. Hnvt addressed the throne 
of grace as follows: 

Almighty God! we bow before Thv Throne 
sovereign Slates before a sovereign God. Augnsi 
in the eyes of men, they humble themselves be 
fore Thee. They acknowledge that Thou only 
art God, the King of angels and of men; they 
ask Thy blessing upon the millions they repre 
sent. O God. bless these States, bind them to 
gether, give them peace and prosperity. O God, 
wc come before Thee In an intercession hitherto 
unknown. These States, lying in the heart of 
this country and on the borders of that great 
line, unite their voices in supplicating Thy bless 
ings on our country God bless our country!— 
Save us Irom every dissension — from civil 'wai 
and from blood, restore peace on our borders, 
and bind together this population in the bands ol 
fraternal and untiring affection. O God, Thou 
God of Heaven, hear these earthly gods in these 
their prayers, for the sake of thy loyal Son. — 
Amen 

We will not attempt to describe the feu dtjole 
of cbampaigne corks which kept up a rattling 
like bail on a sky-light, or to write bow keen a 
relish was given to the appetite over the luxu 
ries of the table. But all things must have an 
end, and the human body being incapable of 
continual feeding on sarcotic nutrimeut will final 
ly give out, and so the feeding was brought to 
an end.

FtUfttc-Ctfitent of Tennessee and Kentucky:— 
On behalf of the Mayor and Council, and of the 
cititens of Louisville generally, I tender you a 
hearty welcome to onr city. It gives us pleas 
ure to see the chosen representatives of Tennes. 
see and Kentucky united in the bonds of a com 
moo brotherhood around this festive board. 

At all time, these noble States have been 
firmly united by the ties of interest, and blood 
and affection, but they are now drawn still more 
closelv together by tbe apprehension of acorn 
mon danger. 

It is natural that Tennessee and Kentucky 
should take counsel togetherin the present crisis 
of public affairs. They have a common interest 
In the past, the present, and the future. That 
interest is not susceptible of division. It is ton 
precious to be subjected to the rules of cold and 
selfish calculation. There is nothing mean in 
the Union of Tennessee and Kentucky. It is as 
pure and unselfish as a sister's love. All that 
each holds most dear would loose morethnn hsl 
its value, if it could not be freely shared with 
the other. If there be a political union, which 
is so strongly cemented that it cannot be severed 
it is that which binds together the people of Ten 
nes*"ee and Kentucky. 

We call this a Union festival. And it is nn 
occasion of more than ordinary interest. Ken 
tucky and Tennessee are here to renew the 
pledges of mutual confidence and of earnest 
heartfelt devotion to the American Union The 
Executive and Legislative authorities of both 
States are here, and, as if hy a common impulse 
are in joint session and in Committee of the 
Whole on the State of the Union. Who can 
doubt their joint unanimous action in obedience 
to the wishes of their enlightened and patriotic 
constituents? The representatives of both these 
States, and of all the States in this glorious con 
fedcracy, can have no wiser or nobler rule o 
action than that contained in Kentucky's motto 
^tamped upon her broad seal by the founders o 
the State, as an ever enduring precept and me 
mentn for their sons, "Doited we stand, divided 
we fall." 

It has been trnly said that the American Union 
is the principle of the national life, and its dis- 
solution would be national death. But may we 
not cherish the hope that what is here exhibited 
in the close and intimate alliance of Tennessee 
and Kentucky is only typical of our glorious 
national Union? May we not indulge the in 
splrine hope that the Republic is safe, safe from 
the assaults of faction, safe from the influence 
of sectional animosity, safe from the inroads of 
bigotry, fanaiicism, and crime, safe In the love 
and confidence of a virtuous, united, and en 
lightened people. 

I will detain you no longer Permit me to 1 
rend the following sentiment: 

Tennessee. — In this national crisis she will 
cherish In her heart of hearts the noble senti- 
ment of her patriot hero: "Tht Union if mutt 
br preserved "' 

The following are the other regular toasts: 
Kentucky — If treason to the Union .-hull pre 
vail in ihe North or in the South, our noble 
State will stand between the two sections as 
stood the people of old between the living and 
the dead, to Slav the progress of the pestilence.

Tennessee and Kentucky — Twin sisters, bound 
together in an indissoluble embrace bv geograph 
idal position, Identity of interests, of habits, of 
manners, and pursuits and by a heartfelt devo 
linn to our glorious National Union.

Lieut Gov. Newman rosponded to the toast 
to Tennessee, Gov. Magoffin spoke for Kentucky, 
and Gov. Willard for Indiana. Eloquent speech 
es were delivered by Mr Whittaker, Speaker ol 
the Tennessee House; Lieut. Gov. Porter, ol 
Kentucky; Mr. Payne, of the Tennessee Senate; 
Col. Hodge, of Kentucky; Messrs. Garfield and 
Barrett, of Ohio. After tbe two last gentlemen 
had spoken, Mr. Flagg.of Cincinnati, presented 
the invitation of that city to Kentucky and all 
her guests to visit the commercial metropolis of 
Ohio Gov. Meriwether, on behalf of the Ex- 
ecutive and Legislature of Kentucky, accepted 
the invitation, and Lieut. Gov. Newman, of 
Tennessee, also expressed the willingness of 
those be represented to extend their visit to Co 
lumbus. 

Mr. Stokes, of the Tennessee Legislature, 
made a most eloquent speech, and was follqjved 
riy Hon. John Young Brown and Hon. Jame9 
Guthrie; after which the meetiug adjourned. 

The facilities for reporting were much inter 
rupted by the crowding together of the quests, 
as soou as the speaking commenced. It is 
impossible to over estimutc tbe value of this 
meeting, or to depict the enthusiasm and abiding 
love of the Union which was exhibited. 

We believe that an impulse was given yester- 
day to a great movement in favor of a healthy 
conservatism, whi;h will sweep over the land 
and drive from its face erery disuuionist of the 
South and every fanatic of the North. The 
great Western States — the heart of the confed 
eracy — Kentucky, Tennessee, Ohio, and Indiana 
— have spoken in unmistakable terms; a voice 
has gone up from the hallowed graves of Ash- 
lind and the Hermitage; faction has been dis 
armed, and but one spirit will in future animate 
the liege men of these States, and that spirit 
will re echo in thundering tones: "The Uuiou, 
it must and shall be preserved!" The repre 
sentativo men of four great States have pro- 
claimed their undying devotion to the Consti- 
tution, as it was bequeathed to us by our fathers, 
and have branded as a traitor every man who 
would lay his impious bauds upon that urk of our 
civil and religious liberties. 

We anticipated great results from this meet 
lug, and now, as we write, with our soul still 
thrilled by the impassioned eloquence and stirred 
by tbe noble sentiments uttered, we are the more 
fully convinced that it is well that the great 
3tutes met in council together, and tliat patriot- 
ism so effectually disarmed faction, and showed 
tbe loyalty of the great American heart to the 
laws and the Constitution. 

God grant that our hopes may be lealized, aud 
that the twenty fourth of January may ever 
hereafter be remembered as the day when the 
Weal resolved that the discord between the 
North aud South should be arrested, and that 
tbe angry waves of sectionalism should be al- 
layed.
